For six years 
he was a member of the Watertown 
school board and part of that time 
its chairman. In 1899 and 1900 he 
represented the 14th Middlesex repre- 
sentative district (Belmont and Water- 
town) at the general court. At pres- 
ent he is a member of the Watertown 
board of selectmen.

To the K<Utor of theOrnithlc;— I 

Let me suggest to your readers a 
very pleasant way of spending an 
hour or so of one of these bright after- 
tioons of the early autumn. It may 
seem rather odd to recommend a visit 
to a Hospital as providing gratifica- 
tion, but that is just what I want 
not only to suggest but to urge. 

It so happens that our Hospital 
grounds presents quite a remarkable 
scene of activity just now. The last 
of the three contagious wards is go- 
ing up, and the Thayer Ward for 
men is rushing along. 

A crowd of workmen of all kinds, 
hcavY teams, piles of building ma- 
terials, alt indicate a rush to get the 
walls up ami under cover before the 
snow flies. When these two new 
structures are completed we shall have 
a fine plant for taking care of the 
sick and the injured. 

Wc hardly realize what an impor- 
tant institution this has conic to be. 
We have seen it grow by degrees and 
it may not impress us as it does 
strangers. A short time ago a com- 
mittee from another city reached 
Newton on a tour of inspection of i 
Hospitals. They had seen a number, j : 
They were in search of points for a | 
new one they oad to build. Well, what i 
was their verdict? That the new ! 
buildings of the Newton Hospital were ' ' 
the very best for their purposes they j 
had found anywheie. | ; 

The testimony of these visitors as 
to the cleanliness, the comfort and . 
the general management of this insti- 1 
tution would surpri.se some of our ! , 
people who think of these things as 
matters of course. But we especiallv 
value the testimony of patients who, 
when they leave us, say that they 
can never forget the kindness, the 
tenderness and the skill with which 
they were treated by physicians and ' 
nurses. 

Every citizen of Newton has the 
right to be proud of the Newton Hos- ' 
pital. It has a noble reputation far 
and wide, and deserves it too. 

But such 911 institution to be kept up 
to a high point of efficiency requires a 
considerable expenditure of money. 

The trustees are sometimes alarmed 
as they see how large the monthly 
bills grow. Once they were SI, 000, 
now they are S2,000. Sometimes they 
jump up* to S2,500. A recent order for 
fuel was placed. It provided for over 
600 tons of coke and, say $1,800 for heat 
ing alone. 

Counting patients, nurses, attend- 
ants and helpers there is a daily 
population on that hill of from seven- 
ty to one hundred persons. If any 
one will count up what it costs him 
to live at home, he will be amazed to 
find that the average expenditure per 
day at the Hospital is about one dol- 
lar for each person— a very small sum 
indeed. 

The greater part of the needed $30,- 

000 for the year comes from the 
Thanksgiving collection in the church 
es. Then the city appropriates what 
is neceessary to pay for the poor 
whom it sends for treatment. A con- 
siderable sum is received from pay- 
ing patients in the private wards and 
earned by nurses sent out to private 
homes. 

The Ladies’ Aid and other organi- 
zations are always helpful in getting i 
funds, and now and then individuals 
are moved to special generosity. 

I have no doubt that if many visits 
are made to the Hospital grounds as 

1 have suggested the very sight of the 
improvements in progress will stimu- 
late generous giving. 

There ought to be a fund of $6,000 
provided at once to get the Thayer 
Ward up without debt. Then the Hos- 
pital Sunday 'offerings this vear 
should be at least $12,000. It would be 
well if they could be made $l.i,000. i 

Especially should the Endowment • 
Fund be increased. It is about $65,- I 

000 now, safely invested, but its in- 
come does not more than pay one 
month’s outlay. Probably some good 
people have remembered the Hospital 
in their Wills, but however acceptable 
their bequests niav be after awhile, 
they will be doubly welcome now. 
Why not give the money now and 
have the pleasure of seeing it do good 
while YOU live? 

What difference will it make 
whether a man’s estate is $75,000 or 
an even $80,000 when he dies? Or 
whether it is just $123,000 or $130,000? 
Or just $200,000 or nine thousand 
more? It is not worth your while to 
hold on to the few* thousands now that 
will make such a feeble addition to 
sum total when your executors close 
up your estate. 

Certainly a man must provide for 
his own, and he is to be blamed if lie 
alienate the portion of his dependent 
wife and children, but men’s fami- 
lies are not benelitted in proportion 
to the size of their inheritance A 
man’s estate is an investment for his 
family. True, but think of this. It 
is putting money to good account 
for one’s own family as w’cll as doing 
good for others svlien a man in his 
life time, gives us generously as he 
can for the cause of religion and be- 
nevolence. 

‘ The better place you make of this 
city of New'ton now by sustaining 
he Christian church and the various 
organizations for the relief of suffer- 
ing and for the promotion of kindli- 
' ness, the better w ill it be for your 
family after yon are taken from them. 

Ride up in X your carriages some 
afternoon or go up in the street cars, 
and after yon have looked around the 
Hospital grounds make a note that

A Comprehensive Explanation of the Hanagement of 
riunicipal Affairs. 

The Workings of the Buildings and Plumbing ' Departments, De- 
scribed This Week* 


A small but very importaiit munici- j 
pal clcpartnient, Is that of public 
buildings. 

The city charter defines the duties 
of the public buildings commissioner 
(an awkward title by the way), as 
having charge of the construction, al- 
teration, repair and maintenance of 
the public buildings. 

This is not all of his duties, as the 
state gives him supervision of the 
very important work of house plumb- 
ing and drainage, and the ordinances 
require him to inspect all buildings 
in process of construction. 

The repairs on the city buildings 
arc numerous and require the most 
painstaking care to make the most 
e'conomical method of repairing fit the 
available appropriation. 

Requests from the schools, fire 
buildings and others for all sorts and 
sizes of repairs from window cord to 
new roofs and floors are constantly 
received and acted upon. 

There are about 50 city buildings 
in charge of the department one half 
being school houses. On these, the 
f. larger repairs are usually made during 
^ the summer vacation, when each 
building is given a thorough over- 
hauling. 

Constant oversight is kept of all 
city buildings, as it is well known 
that a stitch in time saves nine, es- 
pecially when applied to a department 
like this. 

When new public buildings arc 
erected the commissioner gives much 
of his time to the supervision of the 
items of carpentry, masonry, plumb- 
ing, painting, roofing, heating and 
grading, which enter into its con- 
struction. No buildng can be erected 
or material additions made to old 
buildings without a permit from the 
department. Before this is done, the 
plans are submitted and approved by 
the commissioner, and after construc- 
tion has begun, the work Is inspected 
until the building is ready for plaster- 

I ing. The principal points required by 
the commissioner are adequate lire 
stops and general strengh. 

The commissioner also has charge 
of the heating and lighting plant for 
the City Hall and police building, ap- 
points the engineer and assistant and 
purchases the necessary supplies. 
Another small duty is the annual con- 
tract for the coal supply for all city 
buildings. 

The commissioner also acts as a 
member of the board of examiners of 
plumbers. No person can engage in 
the plumbing business in this state 
without a certificate of examination 
from a board of examiners. This ex- 
amination takes the form of written 
questions. to determine the applicant’s 
knowledge of the principles of drain- 
age and ventilation and is followed 
by a test of actual work at the bench. 
Two forms of certificates are gi’^en, 
one for journeyman and the other for 
master plumbers. 

A most important part of this de- 
partment is the supervision of all 
plumbing work in the city affecting 
the drainage and ventilation. The 
city ordinances fix the standard of 
plumbing work and the plumbing in- 
spector,an appointee of the buildings 
commissioner, has the matter in 
charge. 

Applications for plumbing permits 
are made to the commissioner and ex- 
amined before being granted. When 
the work is ready for testing, the in- 
spector is notified and the premises 
visited. A plug is then inserted in 
the main outlet, and the soil pipes 
filled with water to a point above the 
roof. The whole is then inspected 
and any defects or leaks pointed out 
for correction. The inspector requires 
as many tests as may be necessary to 
satisfy himself that the work is prop- 
erly done. 

Notices are regularly received from 
the street depart inciit of all premises, 
where sevver house connections are 
contemplated. The inspector investi- 
gates each one and notifies the owner 
of the nccessarv changes to be made 
in the plumbing. 

The applications for biiiiditig and 
plumbing permits are carefully filed, 
and indexed by the card system, and a 
record of the cost and repairs on each 

? of the public buildings is kept by the 
commissioner. 

The expense of tlie department for 
1<X)0 was over $23, IKK). 239 building 
permits and 664 } plumbing permits 
were received during 19iH), the latter 
covering 1499 lixtnres. 

Two horses and teams arc main- 
tained, one for the use of the cum- 
missioiier, the other fur the plumbing 
inspector. 

The recent construction of the Higji 
and Uigeluw school houses, the new 
almshouse and a new fire stationat the 
I.,ower Falls, carrying expenditures 
of several hundreds of thuiisands of 
dollars, and the contemplative erec- 
tion of costly new school buildings in 
the near future emphasize the iiiipor- 
tuiice of the public buiUIiiigs depurt- 
nient, and give additional interest to 
a brief btateiiient of its work.

The ufutal quarterly meeting of the 
Newton Hospital Truatces ivaa held 
at the Hospital on the 30th ult. Presi- , 
dent J. R. Lccaon occupying the 
chair, and the following members 
present: Mesdames Bacon, Coolidge, 
Gould. Haskell, L,od gc, Lowell, 
Nichols, Paine; Messrs. Bullcns.Day, 
FUiaon, Hardy, Hutchinson, Pettcc, 
Shinn, Travelli, Tyler; Doctors Hunt, 
May, Porter, Scales. 

After approval of the records the 
treasurer reported receipts for the 
quarter from donations, endowment 
funds and bank balances, S1351.13, 
from the work of the Hospital, $4,982.- 
14; expenses for the same time, 
$7,507.83. Amount received from in- 
surance companies for fire loss about 
four thousand dollars, and a balance 
on hand for general expenses of about 
eighteen hundred dollars only. The 
executive committee reported average 
number of patients for the quarter 40, 
one of the lowest number given. The 
usual amount of business was being 
attended to, including arrangements 
for securing much needed sewerage 
connection with the city system, and 
contracting for the new Thayer Ward. 
The president announced that his 
negotiations, which have long been 
underway with the railroad company, 
had been brought to a close, and 
thereby 20,000 feet of land, adioining 
the railroad property, acquired by the 
Hospital corporation. 

The increased needs of the Hospital 
and future enlargements for enabling 
the institution to meet a larger class 
of the wants of the commit nit 3 ' were 
Considerably discussed before adjourn- 
ment.

How England Feels. 

The following extracts from a well 
known resident of Newton travelling 
in England is especially appropriate 
at this time. 

Stanhoe Hall Hotel, Worthing, Eng. 

Sept. 16, 1901. 

We are all very much shocked at the 
news of the President's death. 
While it was not unexpected in view 
of the news which wc had on Friday 
night, it was none the less shocking 
to know that it had really taken 
place. I am ver3' much struck by the 
universal sorrow shown by everyone; 
it is very remarkable, I think. Take 
this place for instance. It is a small 
watering place about 10 miles from 
Brighton, with its pier, marine parade, 
rows of hotels and boarding houses 
like an3’ English watering place. 

The news of the President’s death 
reached us on Saturday about 9 a. tii. 
Twenty minutes later I went out on 
the parade and every flag was at half 
mast, even on the sail boats! When 
the band, which plays three times a 
day came out they struck up the dead 
march and as soon as the people real- 
ized what it was, all those who were 
sitting down stood up and in most 
cases the men removed their hats and 
stood uncovered until it was over. 

Mind 3'ou this was simply the com- 
mon or garden Englishman out for a 
holiday. It was reall3' very touching. 
In the evening I spoke of the univer- 
sal sorrow to an Englishman who 
had just come down from London, 
and he told me that it was the same 
there. 

All during the week the London 
papers have been full of expressions 
of S3'mpathy and hope that the Presi- 
dent would recover, and as better 
news came in from day to day, they 
were full of congratulations. 

It has been a revelation to me of 
the friendly feeling between the two 
countries, and I am mighty glad that 
I wiis here in England and not on 
the continent. 

One thing has struck me, and that 
is how often during the past week, 
the staid law abiding Engishmen 
have expressed regret that the as- 
sassin was not 13'iichcd ! One man, 
a clergyman at that, said to me: “It’s 
a pity that the crowd didn’t get hold 
of him. They wouldn’t have left 
much of him, and it would have been 
a good thing.” 

Yesterday afternoon there was a 
very dramatic incident occurred. 
About dusk I heard a band *pla3'ing 
the dead inarch and as the regular 
band doesn’t play on Sunday p. in., 
I went to the front to see what it 
could be. It was the Salvation Arin3’ 
coming along the street with their 
dags draped and the band pla3'ing the 
dead march escorted b3' a big crowd 
of people. The3’ have been flying the 
American flag on our hotel all day 
and were just lowering it when the 
band began. , The iiiau lowered it 
slowly and just as the procession 
passed tlie hotel, the flag dropped 0!i 
the grass. I saw several people in 
the crowd point to the flag; some of 
the men raised their hats and there 
was a general murmur from the crowd 
as the flag settled down. 

In the evening when the regular 
hand came out tliey began with the 
dead inarch, and again the people 
all stood until it was over. 

The President’s picture draped is 
in manv of the shop windows of the 
town, and wherever you go you hear 
expressions of sorrow and regret. 

After all we are of the same blood 
and there is no reason why we should 
not be friendly, and such incidents 
as I have seen in the past two days 
show that we are in spite of a little 
twisting the lion’s tail on our part 
and growling at the eagle or. theirs. 
It doesn’t mean anything, only a 
little blowing off steam for political 
purposes. * * » * «

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SHALL POX 

Discovered in a Newton- 
^ ville Boarding House. 

Prompt and Energetic Action 
by Health Dept. 

On Friday afternoon the Health 
department was startled with the re- 
port by telephone of a suspected case 
of smallpox, in the boarding' house, 
241 Walnut street, Ncwtonville. 

An examination by the fcity physi- 
cian revealed a nearly confluent 
case of small-pox, the first eruption 
having been noticed on the Wednes- 
day previous. 

The victim was Frank Marshall, 
a carpenter, aged 22, who had lived 
in Newton but a few weeks, and who 
had during that time visited Hope- 
dale, Milford and Boston. 

Pending the arrival of the Boston 
small pox expert, Dr. Thos. B. Shea, 
the premises were placed under strict 
quarantine. Dr. Shea confirmed the 
diagnosis, and Agent Stone of the 
Health department dressed the patient 
and conveyed him to the hospital that 
night. 

A police quarantine was then es- 
tsiblished, and the inmates vaccinat- 
ed and will be kept under strict sur- 
veillance for the period of incubation. 

The next day the agent and assist- 
ant made a thorough job of burning 
all bedding, clothing, etc., in the sick 
chamber.disinfecting the entire house 
with formaldehyde gas and washing 
the sick chamber in a solution of 
bi-cloride of mercury. 

The board of health has also made 
arrangements and strenuously urges 
a general vaccination, as it is thought 
that the coming winter will witness 
more smail-pox than the present gen- 
eration has yet experienced.

To tbo Editor of the Graphic:— I 

In some recent light discussions of 
such smaller social customs as are 
sometimes mentioned in the lighter 
newspaper paragraphs, questions 
arose about the present sizes, names 
and uses of spoons. This led one to 
spend a few brief chance intervals of 
street leisure in a bit of investiga- 
tion in five leading Boston jewelry, 
etc. houses. The results may be in- 
teresting to some. 

Leaving out all such special forms, 
useful or freakish, as salt, mustard, 
orange, etc., spoons, three principal 
kinds were everywhere seen, and were 
everywhere essentially alike. There 
were, teaspoons, “dessert** (or soup) 
spoons, and table (or “serving”) 
spoons— -the varying names depend- 
ing on local or national habit. 

One large houss only, showed four 
kinds — tea, dessert, soup and table 
spoons. There, the “soup” spoon 
was intermediate between dessert 
and table spoons of the usual size. 

All five houses showed as a recent 
novelty, or possible passing “fad,” 
of “swell** style, the “round-bowl** 
soup spoon. One, only, though, per- 
haps all had it, showed a special 
form, said to be little called for, and 
mentioned as a “fad,** and called a 
“bouillon** spoon. 

While a complete table-silver chest 
might generally contain one dozen of 
each principal kind, with forks, etc., 
all agreed that total sales showed 
that ''ery many more teaspoons are 
sold than of any other size. This 
indicates, of coprse. a far greater use 
of the teaspoon than of any other 
size. One elderly and very obliging 
expert, who had recently travelled all 
over Europe, noting styles and cus- 
toms, took pains to consult the head 
of the silver department of his large 
house, and reported that they sold as 
many as twenty-five dozen teaspoons 
to one dozen “dessert** spoons. Yet 
they sold many more “dessert** spoons 
than table spoons. This agreed with 
the further direct testimony as to use 
that whatever might be done at private 
“swell” dinner parties — at the most 
fashionable private Boston and New 
York clubs, and at the most elegant and 
stylish public club dinners, teaspoons 
were, almost always, if not invari- 
ably provided for use in eating ice 
cream and other soft desserts. 

It was further stated, however, that 
while in New' England, anyone fur- 
nished w'ith a table spoon for soup 
might call for a smaller spoon, it was 
often true that a New Yorker, pro- 
vided with a “€lessert” spoon for 
soup, would be likely to call for a table 
spoon instead. 

As to present European practice, it 
was said, as the result of recent ex- 
tended observation there, that the use 
of the “dessert** spoon with desserts 
is declining, and the obviously more 
suitable teaspoon wras taking its 
proper place again. 

Pc.'hans It would appear on exam- 
ination— if tlie subject were not too 
trilling for aiiyhitig — that the new- 
fangled round- bowl soup spoon had 
banished the proper “dessert** soup 
spoon on to the dessert plate to mas- 
qiierade there as a proper <lessert 
spoon, until the lUirry of freaks 
should pass over. 

The foregoing testimony, and more 
to the same effect from the utlier 
houses, capitally agrees with the al- 
ways crystulliiie exactness of the 
Standard Dictionary’s definitions, 
from which we learn that the tea- 
spoon is “used in stirring or sipping 
tea and coffee, eating soft substan- 
ces, etc.,** and that it contains “sixty 
drops’* or “one dram.” The dessert 
spoon, with no lueiitioii of its various 


really customary uses — for bread and 
milk, boiled grains and cream, soup, 
and small serving from a small dish— 
is defined as holding two drams, and 
the tablespoon as holding four drains. 
One informant, for more than twenty 
years in the business, said: “The 
English call them “dessert” spoons. 
Americans call them soup spoons, 
and gcner.ally ask for^andtise them ns 
such. Is there an inglorious thread 
of “anglomaiiia” in this American 
nation of ours? 

Still another, a veteran in the busi- 
ness, confirmed the above mentioned 
actual frequent uses of the soup 
spoon, but spoke of it as “objection- 
able for dessert, especially for ladies, 
it being too large for convenience.” 
The lightest touch of this subject in 
the philosophic spirit shows how 
obviously and eminently rational this 
opinion was; since , at the beginning 
of dinner, appetite is sharpest, and 
soup, quickly taken as an introduc- 
tion to something better, calls for a 
large spoon; while for the more re- 
fined and delicately delicious desserts, 
refinement calls for a smaller spoon 
for the ^smaller tastings and more 
Ic isurcly''partaki n g. 

The same opinion also confirms the 
almost life long experience and ob- 
servation of one who testified to 
having hardly ever used, seen, or 
been served with a “dessert” (soup) 
spoon for eating desserts. 

This brief study makes it quite 
clear that, whatever “society** or 
the “smart set*’ may do, with a mis- 
chievous trace of **anglomania” or 
other fantastic product of abnormal 
life in It, any alleged general use of 
the **dessert** spoon with desserts 
proceeds from misinformation. To 
! society — that is mankind agreeably 
I acting out its social instincts such 
use is only a transcient exceptional 
variant, better disregarded. 

Then let all who properly respect 
themselves, and the true dignity of 
life, cheerily try to keep homes, con- 
secrated to the beautiful life that is 
simple, real, and free, safe from the 
impertinent intrusion of all belittling 
vanities that only disfigure life.

St. Jobn’s Industrial Sebool, 

About 500 friends of St. John’s in- 
dustrial school, commonly known as 
the Working Boys’ Home, witnessed 
last Friday afternoon, the blessing of 
the shrine of the Sacred Heart on the 
institution’s grounds at Oak Hill, 
Newton Highands, by his grace.Arch- 
bishop Williams. 

Occupying an eminence on the 
summit of a knoll of gray rock, shel- 
tered in a handsome wooden niche, 
the whole embowered amid stately firs 
and pines, with evergreen of lesser 
growth, the votive shrine presented 
an impressive sight.

Tho Camphor Tree. 

The camphor tree <Clnnamomum cam* 
fhora) In on evergreen, a menibor of 
tho laurel family, belonging to tlie 
iamo genua as the tree wlioae hark fur- 
nishes the spice called cinnamon, and 
Is related to the boy and to the sassa- 
fras of tho United States. Of sym- 
metrical proportions, it Is one of the no- 
blest objects In the forests of eastern 
subtropical Asia. In its native habitat 
it attains glguntlc dimensions, notobly 
In girth of trunk, some specimens 
measuring 10 to 15 feet In diameter. It 
Is said they hove been known to reach 
ns much ns 20 feet, and they may bo 00 
to over 100 feet blgls, and live to a 
great age. 

As a rule, they rise 20 or 80 feet with- 
out limbs and then branch out In all 
directions, becoming a mass of splen- 
did and luxuriant foliage. Tbelr 
leaves, broadly lanceolate in form, are 
of a light green color, smooth and shin- 
ing above and whitish or glaucous 
on tho undersurface. Small white or 
greenish white Howers are homo from 
February to April and by October ripen 
into bcrryllkc, one seeded fruits about 
thrce-eigbths of an inch in diameter.— 
Good Words.

In South America, South Africa, 
In the' East and West Indies, in India, 
Egypt and In tropical countries gener- 
ally It is used by epicures, who pay $1 
a pound for It In tins of one, two and 
three pounds’ weight. No other coun- 
try has been able to produce butter 
that will stand changes of climate so 
well. 

Refrigerator ships are now found on 
nearly nil the big steamship routes, 
and they can carry perishables ns long 
and as far ns necessary, but butter 
sltipped by the ordinary cargo steamer 
usually melts and remains In a liquid 
state as long ns It is exposed to the 
trople heat. When It passes Into the 
temperate zone again. It liardeiis, oud 
the change usually spoils It for the 
taste, entirely destroying the flavor and 
leaving It like ordinary grease or oil.

Nally and Donohue were charged 
with drunken ness and assault upon 
an officer. They pleaded ‘not guilty’’ 
to both charges. 

The only witnesses were for the 
government and thej' were the officers 
in the case. Nally and Donohue testi- 
fied in their own behalf. The former 
liad prepared copious notes to refresh 
his memory and in his argument 
wandered from the subject in hand 

I quite often. 

Both Nally and Donohue were found 
guilty. For dniiikeiincss they were 
each fined $15. For assaulting an 
officer Nally was given 9 months in 
the house of correction and Donohue 
I fined $50. Both appealed. On Wed- 
nesday Donohue withdrew his appeal 
and the original sentence was re- 
affirmed.

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OLD MILL. 

First Mill in Watertown, 
Now Part of Newton. 

Paper Read by Mr. Jesse 
Fewkes. 


Ladies and ffcntlcmcn of the His- 
torical Society of Watertown, having 
been noniiiiatcd by yotir president ,to 
look up the history of the “First 
Mill” in Watertown, I propose to give 
you this evening the result of my 
efforts to untangle a web of combined 
history, tradition and wild conjec- 
ture, which ^eins to have environed 
this subject.' 

The Indians of New England at the 
time of the first settlement of our 
country, like the Indians of the South 
Western Territories at the present 
time, used the most primitive methods 
of grinding grain. The women whose 
work it is to supply the family' with 
bread, used the stone rolling pin and 
a sloping flat stone, to crush the^corn 
into meal, or the pestle stone and a 
stone mortar to pound and mash the 
'vyrain into a su fficient degree of fine- 
ness to make it palatable and whole- 
some /cod. 

This was the mill of the “Stone 
Age,” and this was probably at first 
the mill used by the early settlers. 
The water wheel of more enlightened 
ages was unknown to the Indian. 

The typical old English grist mill 
was made with two cqrrugated stones, 
one revolving upon the other, which 
was stationary. This was turned 
either by a wind mill or by a water 
wheel. The water wheel of the six- 
teenth century was of that variety 
now known as the overlshot wheel, 
required but a small stream of water, 
but it must he of sufficient head or 
elevation to run over a wheel of twen- 
ty or more feet in diameter. This 
elevation was usually obtained by 
darning up a deep narrow valley 
through which ran a small stream of 
water, or brook. Surplus water; in 
times of heavy rain or floods ran 
over the dam, thus creating a “falls.” 

This was the typical old English mill 
which appears so often in English 
literature. 

Probably the mill which the pioneer 
settlers would construct in t heir first 
efforts to supply the needs of an an- 
ticipated forthcoming emigration to 
this new and then nitbroken wilder- 
ness, would be of this old English 
type. Simplicity and economy and 
minimum of money cost, would con- 
trol a structure of this kind at this 
early date. The use of the vertical 
wheel, the ancient predecessor of the 
modern turbine wheel, came into use 
about the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century. This required but a 
small head or elevation of water, and 
was sometimes used to turn the heavy 
stone of the grist mill for grinding 
corn- 

There was another form of water 
wheel called the undershot wheel, now 
but little used, which required an ex- 
cessive flow of water in places where 
but little head could be obtained. I 

The present mill at Watertown prob- 
ably at first contained a wheel of this 
description. The origin of that an- 
cient structure, the present old 
Watertown mill, and the fails or dam 
connected there with, has been a sub- 
ject which has called out many cu- 
rious theories and speculations. Some 
of our modern investigators have 
allowed their imaginations to run 
roit in theories of the age and origin 
of this ancient dam. l^nie have as- 
signed to it an antiquity of nearly ; 
seventeen hundred years. Many be- 
lieve that our imperfect colonial his- 
tory gis'es to this fall of water an an- 
tiquity predating the Puritan occu- 
pation of this part of Watertown. 
They say our history mentions it as 
“The first Falls on Charles River,” 
and they quote William Woods, who 
was here the 18th of May, 1631, and 
published a desreriptiou of New Eng- 
land in 1633. In it be speaks of the 
first falls on Charles River at Water- 
town. 

The late Prof. Horsford in oi>e of 
his publications “the Discovery of 
Norumbega”, P. 33, ineutious the 
fact of the finding of the foundations 
of an ancient structure, uuwle of un- 
cut boulder stones, which were dis- 
covered when the water w’as drained 
off to admit of repairs' on the dam. 
This and other ancient works in the 
vicinity of ^Watertown, Waltham and 
Newton, he attributes to tije Norse 
adventurers of the eleventh and 
twelfth centuries. 

I hesitate to puncture these and other 
beautiful iridescent bubbles of fancy 
which seem so much like solid crystal 
spheres of historic truth, but candur 
compels me to trace the history of 
these ancient works, walls, ditches, 
dams, etc,, as I find their origin re- 
corded ill our own colonial history . 

The rushing river in times of Hoods 
has the power to roll big boulder 
stones, and the dam has the strength 
to stop them. Those boulders were 
possibly placed above the present dam 
by the action of the river. 

When Hooker’s congregation went 
to Hatfield on the Connecticut river, 
they probably left behind them the 
evidence of their stay in this vicinity. 
They could not well take them away, 
although tney did take uith them the 
revered name of the good old town, 
calling their new settlement New 
Watertown, and Newtown, on the 
Connecticut River. 

Hoiids History of Watertown, P. 
1038 says, “Neither the exact date 
nor the builder of the first mill in 
Watertown have been ascertained, 
but it was probably in 1634. by Ed- 
ward How, at the joint expense of 
himself and Matthew t!raddoc. It 
was built at the “first fall,” at the 
head of tide water, on Charles River, 
where was a canal, wholly or partly 
artificial, leaving the river at the 
head of the fall, where a stone dam 
was made to cross the River.” There 
are some points in Bonds’ statements 
to which I s»in make exceptions; he 
seems to imply, and many take it for 


his meaning, that there wiis a natural 
fall at this point on the river, before 
the dam and mill were constructed. 

Ihave not yet seen the geologist who 
has discovered any ledge of rocks or 
geological outcrop in that part of the 
river’s course. There may have 
been and probably was an ancient 
fording place in that vicinity. 

There may have been boulder 
stones placed by the Indians or by 
the pioneer settlers as stepping stones 
at the fording place. There ia no 
evidence of a natural falls. The' first 
bridge is not mentioned in our records 
till 1641 and that waa only a foot 
bridge. The first bridge for horse 
teams was built in 1648 by the town. 

The mill dam has only four and a 
half feet fall at low tide, and I have 
seen the tide nm up over it. 

This and the canal which was ex- 
cavated from the lower end of an 
island In the river to the town land- 
ing place below the mill, and walled 
up on either side, and the mill with 
its m.ichinery, were altogether an 
enterprise requiring the combined 
capital of Mr. How and Mr. Craddoc, 
who was the financial head of the 
Maasachusetls Bay Company. It was 
at this early age of the colony a 
magnificent work of engineering skill, 
the like till then was unknown in 
Ihis country. 

By our town records and by Win- 
throp’s jQurnal we find that it was 
at a meeting of the freeholders on 
July 30th and December 1634 that the 
appropriation of land for this pur- 
pose was made, and on January 3rd, 
1635, it was finally decided to go on 
svith the work. The construction was 
probably carried on during the sum- 
mer of 1635, and the work completed 
in that year. The present town lots 
and the “great divldents” were not 
laid out till 1643, and the present mill 
was not Completed till late in 1635. 
^ec Watertown records. It has been 
claimed that this waa the first mill 
in New England. I have found in a 
history of New Hampshire the fol- 
lowing: “The first mill built in New 
England was at Quampegaii on Sal- 
mon Falls, on t^c Pi&c,'itaqua River, 
in 1623. It was built by Ambrose 
G4bbons, who was an agent for the 
proprietors, who also built a pleaadoed 
house and a saw mill. The two men 
who were at the head of this colon v 
were Sir Ferdinando Gorges and Capt. 
John Mason. Gorges was a friend of 
Sir Walter Raleigh, and Mason was 
a rich London merchant, later gov- 
ernor of New Foundland.” The first 
mill built in Plymouth, New England, 
was by Stephen Dean in 1663. History 
of Plymouth. In Dorchester. The first 
mill in the country was constructed 
here in Dorchester in 1633. (See 
Barber’s Historical Collection), 

Wm. Woods, who writes' in 1633,3ays, 
“A mile from this town, Dorchester, 
lieth Roxbury, a quarter of a mile to 
the north side of this is another 
river, called Stony River, upon which 
is built a water mill.” Young’s 
Chronicles of Massachusetts, P. 396. 
At Roxbury in November, 1633, This ' 
year a >vater mill was built at Rox- 
burv by Mr. Dtinimer. Winthrop’s 
Journal. P. 116. 

Bond’s History of Watertown puts 
the date of the contsruction of the 
mill at Watertown at 1634 by Edward 
How. The mill at Beaver Brook at 
May 30, 1662, and the mill at Stony 
Brook at Feb. 9, 1678. He also says: 

“These were the only ones in 
Watertown for the first one hundred 
years.” Bonds’ History Watertown. 
P. 1038 He also says it was con- 
structed at the joint expense of Ed- 
ward How and Matthew Craddoc. 
Sec also Watertown records, July 30, 
1634 and Jan. 3, 1635, which reads 
July 30th, 1634, “Agreed that there 
shall be laid out to the use of the 
water milk twenty acres of ground, 
near to the mill, and four rods in 
breath on either side of the water, 
and in length as far as need shall 
require, so as not to be prejudical to 
the Ware,” observe it says Water not 
River. This was the appropriation of 
land upon which it was proposed to 
construct this mill. Four rods in 
beadth on each side of the river had 
already been appropriated to the use 
of Ware, and hence the clause in re- 
gard to prejudicing the Ware. The 
land for the mill was laid on both 
sides of the water of the creek, not 
on both sides of the river as some 
have supposed. There is recorded 
another rote January Jrd, 1635. Up 
to this time this mill and its dam or 
falls had uot been coustructed, and 
the river flowed fair attd free at this 
point of its course. 

The making of a dam like this 
across the entire river, would in mod- 
ern times consume a whole season. 
Mr. How, with all the assistance to 
be derived from the Massachusetts 
Bay Company, of which Mr. Craddoc 
i was the financial head in England, 

I could not construct it in less than one 
; summer season after the land was 
j given. At tliis early age of the settlc- 
I ment. We will assume therefore that 
i the mill was not in running order 
until the last part of 1635. 

The owiicrshtp of this mill soon 
came into litigation before the court. 
Ill Massachusetts records, December 
10, 1641, it says: “Whether the right 
to preseut possession which Mr. 
How doth sue for, be due him or not 
the vote was, it is Mr. Dudley’s.” 
In this suit Mr. Dudley represented 
the interest of the Massachusetts Buy 
Company, and Mr. How was looking 
after his own interest as builder. 

A case of the old old contest be- 
tween capital and labor in which as 
usual in mudern times, capital swal- 
lowed the proceeds of honest labor. 

This mill constructed by Edward 
How in 1635, on land appropriated for 
the purpose In 1634, was not the first 
mill ill Watertown, as can be seen by 
reailiug the Grants of land on the 
South side of the River at Watertown, 
and by other evidence which I pro- 
pose to call to your notice. 

The appropriation of four rods wide 
for the Weirs, ot} both sides of the 
river, with a reservation in favor of 
the mill, and the appropriation of one 
hundred and fifty acres on the south 
side of the rivet Jan. 3, 1634, for tlie 
Weirs. This, it seems to me, must 
refer to a mill whiclt was constructed 
prior to the building of the preseut 
mill, as that was not made until 1(>35, 
and this vote was passed in Jan. 1634. 

The first mill was at Nonantum 
and Noiiantinii was then partly in 
Watertown. The earliest grants by 
the Massachusetts Company of land 
on the south side of | the river at 
Watertown, were as follows: “To 
George Phillips, Nov. 7th, 1632, 3U 
acres of land up Charles River, on 
the south side, beginning at a creek 


a little higher tip than the “Piiica” 
and so upwards to the Weirs. Win. 
Journal. 

The location of this grant of land 
at the present time is between the 
brook now called Lemon Brook and 
sometimes Hyde Brook, In Newton, 
and Water street in Watertown, com- 
prising that land which lies between 
Jqffcrson street in Newton and starch 
factoy lane In Watertown. 

The location of the Pines was the 
land comprising the old Hunncwcll 
estate, between Lemon Brook and 
the marsh land, now taken by the 
Metropolitan Park Con^missioii and , 
it may have included the present ; 
Faneuil. This can be proven by his- 
torical r,eferences in Winthrop.Gookin 
and Eliot, and by the Town Records 
of Cambridge. 

The Weirs were at or near the pres- 
ent bridge at Watertown. See Win- ; 
throp’s Journal and Watertown Rec- i 
ords. 

In 1632 “Mr. Thomas May hew | 
had one hundred and fifty acres j 
granted to him, on the south side of 
the river, by Watertown Weirs.” Win. 
Journal. 

This land was by or beside the 
Watertown Weirs and was therefore 
near the present Watertown bridge. 

In 1632 “The Court at Newtown 
(now Cambridge) granted to, Thomas 
Shepard, late pastor, three hundred 
acres beyond (that is above) Water- 
town mill, .’idjoining that which was 
granted to Thomas Mayhew.” ' 

This land was above or beyond the 
mill, and so I conclude the mill must 
have been on the creek mentioned in 
the Phillips grant. The Weirs were 
on the south side of the river. The 
Mayhew land was on the south side. 
The Shepard land was on the south 
side, therefore the mill must have 
been on the south side, and on the 
Hyde or Lemon Brook, which is on 
the south side of the river. These 
grants were all made before the pres- 
ent mill was thought of. 

In. Winthrop’s Journal date Oct. 
18th, 1632, he says “Capt. Comock 
and one Mr. Godfry, merchant, came 
from Pisquataquak, in Capt. Nash his 
pinnace, and brought sixteen hogs- 
heads of corn to the mill.” See His. 
N. E. by J. Winthrop, P. 87, second 
edition P. 104. As there is no men- 
tion of any other mill earlier than 
1633, it must be this mill mentioned 
in 1632, to which this corn was con- 
signed.

Although deer and moose are usual- 
ly enough to satisfy the appetite of | 
the average sportsman; still they are 
by no means the only kinds of game, 
to be found in these vast tiinberlunds.

To the Kditor of die Graphic:— 

Believing that the people of New- 
ton, who are inconvenienced by the 
present strike of painters, should of 
right be informed of the facts lead- 
ing up to said strike, we the master 
painters submit the following state- 
ments: 

At near the end of August of the 
present year, we were informed by 
the journeymen that they would make 
a demand for the eight hour day on 
Sept. 1st. In as much as all employ- 
ing painters had carried over much 
work from the spring, estimated on a 
nine hour basis, contracts that must 
be fulfilled this fall, it will readily be 
seen that to concede the demand at 
this time would mean an actual loss 
of 11 per cent- of the labor cost of 
all such work, a loss that could not 
be borne 6y the employers at present 
competitive prices; a consultation i 
resulted in a unanimous agreement to 
submit a proposal conceding the eight 
hours without deduction of pay, to 
take effect on Jan. 1st., 1902. 

This would permit the old contracts 
to be filled without loss to anyone. 
The matter dragged along until Oct. 
3rd, when the journeymen held a 
largely attended meeting and decided 
to enforce an immediate compliance 
with their demand by stopping work. 

The season* was chosen when the 
public w'ould suffer the most incon- ' 
venience.as it was thought the^paint- 
ers would be the more readily coferced. 

Such being the facts, it is left for 
the public to decide which side of the 
controversy has the more justice back 
of it. We are anxious to have the 
public judge of the matter, for we 
know the final settlement rests with a 
right formation of public opinion.

CONFECTigj^S FROM GRAIN. 

Wheat aad Matt t’sed In the Mnna* 
taeture of Candy. 

A ninnufActtiring plant In New ,1rr» 
ficy, formerly used ns n tnntillln pnpi'r 
mill, Is now operntcHl by n corporation 
engaged in thc unique Industry of mak- 
ing confections from wheat an<l malt, 
about the last materials In thc world 
one would expect to find in candy. 

In thc enrifer stages of the process 
thc grain Is fanned, ground and mixed 
In proper proportions. Then It Is cook- 
ed to A mnsh. from which a thin sirup 
Is squeezed by hydraulic presses nud 
conductetl to n groat Iron evaporator. 
Thence the sirup Is carried In pipes to 
n vacuum pan. Here it Is vigorously 
stirreil and further evaporated. The 
thickened sirup Is drawn off Into huge, 
shallow tin pans, where It Is cooled 
and hardened. Plain or flavored with 
peppermint, the mass Is n rich golden 
brown In color. Combined with choco- 
late It is dark ns the familiar caramel 
in thc candy shops. 

When n batch of goods Is needed for 
the market, thc stock In thc pans Is 
broken Into pieces ond put Into a boiler 
surrounded by n steam Jacket. It is 
reduced by bent to the consistency of 
taffy nt nn old fashionoil candy pull. 
Skilled workmen shape the mass Into 
long strips that lie like golden snaker 
on n bonni table. 

They arc fed to a cutting machine, n 
noisy little moostcr with no Insatiable 
appetite for sweets. Yon could almost 
cover thc machine with n lint, yet It 
turns out malt crcamlcts nearly as fast 
as A Maxim gun burls a storm of bul- 
lets. The boys who carry the cream- 
lets from the machine to the tables 
where they are wrapped have little 
time for meditation.— Chautauqua Her- 
ald. 

EDITOR S TOREY^S NOTION.

SPIRIT S LATE W RITING. 

How the Myateriona Sentencea Are 
l*rei»arcd In Advance. 

Splritunllatlo slate writing. If cleverly 
done, alwnj's makes a marked Impres- 
Bioii oil a magician’s audience because 
It utterly bathes their efforts to detect 
the trick. They see a small cabinet 
suspended above the stage by means 
of cords or ribbons. It has on open 
front Olid Is empty. The magician 
turns it around so that every part of 
it may be seen and taps It Inside and 
out with his wand to show that It is 
hollow. 

On a stand near by he has a small 
easel, a common school slate, a bottle 
of India Ink with a quill pen In It and 
a few sheets of ordinary white writing 
paper. All these he passes around 
among the audience for examination. 
Then he fixes a sheet of thc paper to 
tlie slate by means of wafers, places 
thc slate on the easel and the easel In 
thc eabluet, together with the bottle of 
Ink, thc latter having the pen still in it. 

Having allowed the audience to see 
the articles thus arranged In the cabi- 
net, he throws a large silk handker- 
chief over it. Mysterious sounds are 
Iminodiutcly hoard, and the cabinet 
shakes us if some living thing had en- 
tered It. When thc sounds and the 
shaking cease, he removes the hand- 
kerchief, showing an Inscription writ- 
ten in bold black letters on the paper 
and thc pen not lu thc ink bottle, but 
lying on the bottom oj the cabinet. He 
tlion removes the paper from the slate 
and passes it around for examination, 
when thc writing is immediately recogr 
nlzed as having been done with India 
Ink. 

Thc fxplauatiou of thc trick Is sim- 
ple. Thc writing was done in advance 
by the performer, the flukl used being 
n solution of sulphuric acid of the pur- 
est quality. To make the solution 50 
drops of the concontrnted acid are add- 
ed to one ounce of filtered water. Writ- 
ing done witii this solution Is Invisible 
until exposed to heat. When so ex- 
posed, It comes out perfectly black, 
looking exactly like dried India ink. 

The heat is applied b)’ means of an 
electric curnuit running over wire with 
which tlie slate Is wound. The cords 
by which the cabinet Is sii.spendcd con- 
ceal coi>per wiles, which conduct the 
current to ihe slate. Black silk threads 
suitably attached enable thc performer 
to make thc sounds in the cabinet, to 
cause thc cabinet to shake and to jerk 
the pen out of the ink bottle. 

Severn! sheets of paper are prepared 
lu ndvauco. cneli with a different In- 
scription, the performer telling one In- 
scription from another by sicretly 
marked pin pricks. — New ITork Herald.

It In no c.vnggnrntion to nnnert, nnkl 
an nnylum doctor of long nuil varied 
experience, (hat there are scores of men 
and women in our asylums wl n have 
literally been sent there throngb cxccsf 
of Joy. Many of these cases which are, 

In my opinion, the saddest of nil have 
come under my own observation. 

I remember In the very first nsyluro 
with which I was connected one of tho 
patients w'ns n strikingly handsome 
and very w’ell educated lunn, who was 
as sane ns you or I except on one point. 
He w'as really a man of considerable 
wealth, but bis delusion was that he 
was a pauper, and be would tell the 
most pitiful tales of bis destitution, 
begging, with tears In his eyes, for a 
few coppers with which to buy bread. 

According to the story told me, he 
was the only son of a wealthy mer- 
chant. In Ills youth be had fallen 
among evil companions nod had led 
such a dissolute life that his father 
not only tbreatoned to disinherit him, . 
but forbade him ever to enter his house 
again. After that he seems to have 
sunk Into the lowest depths of poverty 
until he W’as glad to earn a few cop- 
pers by selling papers or matches In 
the streets. 

It w'ns at this last and lowest stage 
that news came to him that bis father 
had died intestate and that he was heir 
to all his vast fortune. The sudden 
news completely turned the man's 
brain and brought on such a condition 
of excitement that be bad to be sent 
to an asylum, and when he calmed 
down again be had lost all recollection 
of bis good fortune, and nothing can 
shake his delusion that he la on the 
verge of starvation.

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OLD MILL. 

First Mill in Watertown, 
Now Part of Newton* 

Paper Read by Mr. Jesse 
Fewkes. 

(Continued from laai week.) 

By evidence I have already given 
we have found that the present mill 
at Watertown was not constructed un- 
til the fall of 1635, and that it could 
not be dated earlier than 1634, as that 
was the year in which the site of the 
present town lots and the “great div- 
ident3*’were laid out to form the pres- 
ent town. I have also shown that 
there was another mill on the south 
side of the river of prior date which 
was called “The Watertown Mill,“ 
which is mentioned in grants of land 
as early as 1632. These grants are to 
be found in Winthrop’s Journal and 
in Cambridge Town Records, Page 
88 . 

In Wm. Woods' New England pros- 
pects published in 1633 he mentions a 
‘<all of water which he places at this 
brbok, he says: “By the side of 
til is river, (the Charles, ) is Newtown, 
(the present Cambridge,) which is 
three miles by land from Charles- 
town," half a mile westward from 
this plantation is Watertown, (at that 
time at Gerries Uanding, now with- 
in the bounds of Cambridge.) “A 
mile and a half from this town is a 
fall of fresh waters which convey them- 
selves into the ocean through Charles 
river." 

This locates this falls at a point a 
mile and a half above Watertown, 
which then commenced near Gerries 
Landing. Woods probably allowed 
for the town settlement at Watertown 
to be one mile wide as there was an 
order of the court at that time that 
dwellings should be only a half mile 
from the meeting house. Allowing 
one mile for the width of the town, 
and a mile and a half above it to the 
falls, it would give two and a half 
miles including the width of the 
town, which is the exact measure- 
ment in direct line from Gerries 
Landing to the outlet of Lemon 
Brook, as measured on modern maps. 
It is a quarter of a mile farther or 
2H if you follow the course of the 
rrwr. 

The present dam at Watertown 
could not be the falls which Wm. 
Woods noticed in 1631. That is three 
and a quarter miles on the river from 
Gerries Landing as measured on 
modern maps. The present falls 
above the Watertown bridge were not 
constructed till 1635 and his book was 
published in 1633. 

As Woods speaks of the fresh waters 
of the falls, “conveying themselves 
through the water of the river" 
(which is salt at high tide), it was 
the falls at this ancient mill on the 
brook which he noticed in 1631, 
which was the time he was here. 

In town records of Cambridge, Page 
3.3, it can be found that “In 1637 a 
planting field was fenced off includ- 
ing Nonantuni and 1*4 miles into the 
country." 

The planting field was partly culti- 
vated by the Indians. See Town 
Records of Cambridge, Page 89. There 
was a mill there called Watertown 
Mill. See Town Records, Pages 58, 69, 
and in Page 136, proprietors’ record, 
the Watertown mill on “the south 
side of Charles river" is mentioned. 

In the year 1649 au ancient road 
which led through the Pines to the 
Mill, was discontinued and another. 
The present Washington street was 
laid out across land formerly used for 
a mill pond. See Cambridge Town 
Records, Page 82, 84, and 89. On 
page 136 of proprietors* records refer- 
ence is made to Watertown mill, and 
on page 69 of town records of Cam- 
bridge reference is also made to the 
same Watertown mill, situated at 
Nonaiitum on the south side of the 
river. 

Ill April 1656 action was taken 
extending a highway across the land 
of Richard Oldham, (probably au 
heir of John Oldham.) This land was 
a part of the millpond, it was taken 
to connect the new road, the present 
Washington street, with the new road 
to Watertown, (the present Galen 
street,) the ancient way along by the 
river and around the marsh land 
above Paneutl was then discontinued. 
See Cambridge Town Records, Page 
110 . 

This highway extended along by the 
river from the pines to the mill, and 
via Water street and starch factory 
lane to the town landing at the pres- 
ent gas works and via the fording 
place to the town laitding on the 
north side of the river at the foot of 
the present Mt. Auburn street. 

These references are, I think, sufti- 
cient to prove that there was a 
Watertown mill on the south side of 
the river situated at the outlet of 
Lemon Brook. 

In 1634 the outlet of this brook was 
in Watertown on laud which after- 
wards was claimed by Cambridge. 

The south shore of the river was 
claimed by Watertown as fur down 
as the Bigelow Hill now called Faneuil 

It was in the early years called the 
pines as far as the present North 
Brighton bridge, as cun be seen by 
Records of Cambridge. Grants cover- 
ing the 30 acres of marsh laud lately 
taken by the Metropolitan I*ark Com- 
mission, show that Watertown claimed 
it in 1634, and up to l044 when it was 
granted to Mr. Phillips, pastor of the 
Watertown Congregation. 

In Records of Massachusetts, 25th 
September. 1634, is the following; 
“It is ordered with the consent of 
Watertown that the meadow on this 
side of Watertown Weirs, containing 
about 30 acres, be the same more or 
less, and now used by the inhabitants 
of Newtown, shall belong to the in- 
habitants of Newtown to enjoy to them 
and their heirs forever, providing 
that if Mr. Hooker and the congega- 
tioii now settled here shall remove 
hence, that then the aforesaid 
meadow ground shall return to Water- 
town. *' 


As Mr. Hooker and the congrega- 
tion did remove hence to the Con- 
necticut river, the meadow remained 
within the boundary lines of Water- 
town. 

In Winthrop‘8 History of New Eng- 
land, Vol. 2, Page 394, he says: 
“Nonantum is at the boundary of 
Watertown and Newton." The boun- 
dary betweenWatertown and Newtown 
was prior to 1634, from a part of the 
river’s course at Waltham, where it 
runs eastward continued over land 
eastward, until it came to the river 
again near Faneuil, while the river 
diverges northward and returns to its 
former easterly course at Faneuil. 
This locates the mill at the outlet of 
the brook, and the wigwam of Waban, 

( which Winthrop says was near 
it) within the ancient limits of 
Watertown, that part of the boun- 
dary line which crosses Galen street 
at Williams street is a part of the 
original line in 1634. Dearbone in 
his History of the praying Indians 
of Nonantum says; “They were in 
the fall of 1675, shipped at a place 
called “the Pines", two miles above 
Cambridge, this locates the pines at 
or below this brook. In Records of , 
land grants in Cambridge. The pines 
' are also mentioned showing that they 
extended eastward to Bigelow Hill. 

Winthrop’s History New England. 

; Vol. 2. Page 303, says concerning Mr. 

; John Eliot teacher of the Church at 
Roxbury, : “And God prospered his 
I endeavors so that he kept a constant 
.lecture to them, (the Indians,) one 
I week at the wigwam of one Waban, a 
' new sachem near Watertown mill, and 
the other week at the wigwam of 
Cutshamkin, near Dorchester mill." 

As Waban was a chief of the Natick 
tribe of Indians, a part of which 
dwelt at Nonantum, which was on 
the south side of the river, the Water- 
town mill to which Winthrop refers 
was on the south side of the river 
also. It could not be the present Wa- 
tertown mill, as that is on the north 
side of the river and is a full half 
mile further up the stream, and is 
away from the Indian village at No- 
nantum, and it is in territory then 
claimed by the Indians of Pequas- 
sitte, who were tributary to the 
Squa Sachem of Mystic. 

The Indians as a race are extremely 
indolent. They invariably located 
their homes in that vicinity where 
they could procure fish with the least 
possible expenditure of energy. They 
invariably selected sites upon the 
shores of rivers and bays for their 
wigwam homes. If the Indians 
of Nonantum before their con- 
v^siun by Eliot chose a location as far 
away from the river side as is the 
Eliot Memorial (nearly a mile,) they 
departed from the well known hab- 
its of the race. 

After they became “Praying In- 
dians" through the efforts of the 
Rev. John Eliot, a chapel was built 
for them over between Waban and 
Nonantum Hills, about the year 
1650 52, or near that time, near the 

land of John Cooms, which Eliot pur- 
chased or had granted for that pur- 
I pose, where they congregated until 
I 1676, when they were all moved to 
the Indian town at Natick. 

The wigwam of Waban in 1646 was 
near the first Watertown mill, and the 
first Watertown mill was not in the 
valley between Waban and Nonantum 
Hills, but it was upon this brook. 
The Lemon Brook was up to 1634 per- 
haps later, a part of Watertown. The 
angle in the boundary line now on 
Jefferson street, Newton, which here 
turns from its easterly course and 
runs northerly to the river, was made 
in early times to give Newtown or 
Newton a frontage on the river, so 
that Newtown could have fish weirs. 
The site of Waban’s wigwam and 
that of the old Watertown mill were 
then thrown into Newtown. 

That ancient wall on the south 
shore of the river where it is 
bordered by a tract of marshland, is 
said by some to be the work of Norse- 
men, maybe a structure built to ac- 
commodate the weirs of Newtown.* or 
it may have been the frontage of an 
ancient way by the river. There 
were weirs at this place in 1631, as, 
Wm. Woods mentions them as being 
a “half mile below the falls on the 
river. "That the Indians of Nonan- 
tuni occupied the land about the out- 
let of this Lemon Brook is proven 
first by history. Winthrop places 
them near the Watertown mill. 
Gookin places them at the pines. 
Dearbon’s history of the praying In- 
dians places them at the pines, when 
they were shipped to the islands in 
Boston Harbor in the fall of 1675. 
Gookin in 1676 made a report before 
the General Court on the whereabouts 
of the different tribes of Indians in 
Massachusetts. They had drifted back 
: to their former Jiotncs, and were to 
j be gathered into the Indian town of 
Natick. He savs, speaking of the 
Natick tribe: “About .50 of them 
are at Medway. About 50 of them 
reside near Natick. In Newton 
those that dwell near Lebt Trow- 
bridge’s at Nonantum Hill, and John 
Cooms, who lets them build their wig- 
wams on his land, and a family or 
two near Mr. Sparhawk’s, and Dan 
Champiiey, and some who live with 
Thomas Olive, in all about seventy- 
five souls." (These 75 souls were 
in Newtown.) “While about sixty 
live with Waban near the falls of 
Charles river, near the house of 
Joseph Miller, and not far from Capt. 

I Prentice." Capt. Prentice had a lot 
granted him on the Dedham road at 
the present Newton Corner, which 
was then disputed territory. It is 
! seen by this reportjjthut there were 
, at the mill falls which we have 
proven to be at Nonantum Pines, then 
in Watertown, sixty Imliaiis, while 
all the Indians in Newtown of the Na- 
tick tribe numbered seventy-five souls. 
Hud the Indians with Waban been 
in Newton, Gookin would have placed 
them there. The wigwam of Waban 
mentioned by Winthrop in 1646, as be- 
ing near the Watertown mill, and the 
place of the residence of Waban men- 
tioned by Gookin as being near the 
falls at Charles river in lt>76, were at 
the same identical location, which 
was at the outlet of this brook, which 
had been claimed by Watertown. 

In evidence of the exact location 
of an Indian village at Nonantum 
Pines, and another at Pequussite, 
which was situated upon the present 
Cassidy estate, 1 have found and had 
reported to me the finding of more 
than two hundred Indian implements 
of stone, and one entire skeleton of 
a man, buried according to Indian 
I usage that is in a silting posture 
facing the east, which have been 
’ taken from the vichiit> of the Hyde 


or Lemon brook, and more than one 
hundred implements of stone, taken 
from the Cassidy land and the Stlck- 
ncy estate, which is undoubted proof 
that the Indian village at Nonantum 
was near the outlet of this brook and 
that the village of the Indians of 
Pequassitte was at the Cassidy land 
and below it on the fiver’s nothern 
shore. 

The Rev. John Eliot explained to 
the Indiana of Nonantum that the 
religion of Christ was a doctrine of 
peace, that they must renounce war- 
fare, and in the figurative language, 
so often used, “They must bury the 
hatchet," which they did literally 
as their stone Tomahawks have been 
found buried at the site of their 
ancient homes on the south shore of 
Charles River. 




No. 1. An axe of stone'found under 
a flat boulder, by Joseph Pearson, 
Esq., at the site of “The Pines land- 
ing^ place," at which the praying 
Indians were shipped in 1675 to the 
Islands in Boston harbor. 






No. 2. An axe of stone found buried 
three feet below the surface at the 
foot of the present Williams street 
near the site of the ancient Water- 
town mill. • 




No. 3 was found by George Daniels, 
Esq., while removing the large gravel 
denosit near the foot of Jefferson 
street in the immediate vicinity in 
which the entire skeleton of an Indian 
brave was exhumed. 








No. 9. is an axe of stone found at | 
Nonantum near the south side of the ' 
river. At the ancient Capt. Pretitice’s 
grant on the road to Roxbury, the 
present Washington street ia New- 
ton. These stone implemeuits are, 

I think, evidence that the praying 
Indians lived as Winthrop’s Journal 
states. “Near the Watertown mill." 

When and by whom was this 
ancient mill constructed? The title 
to the land on which the site of this 
old mill is situated at the oatlet of this 
brook has been traced back to John 
Oldham in the records. 

Bond’s History of Watertown con- 
tains a map upon ivhich the name of 
John Oldham is placed exactly op- 
posite the outlet of this brook or 
creek, as it is called in the Phillips 
grant. 

John Oldham and John Dorrcl ac- 
quired a lease of land five miles up 
Charles river three miles wide. See 
Gov. Craddoc’s second letter of in- 
struction, April 27, 1629 to John En- 
dicott, which is to be found in 
Massachusetts Historical Collections. 
He says “I find that Oldham’s grant 
is from Mr. Gorges, and is to him 
and to Mr. John Dorrel. for all the 
land within Massachusetts Bay, be- 
tween Charles river and the Abusitt 
river, (or Saugiist river), containing 
ill breadth by a straight line five 
miles up Charles river into the main, 
and three miles from tlie mouth uf 
the Abusitt river, and all lands be- 
tween including ponds, bays, creeks, 
etc., and all land in length uiul 
breadth, with all prerogatives, niliies 
excepted. The rent reserved is 12d 
for every 100 acres of land that shall 
be used. Win. Bluckstune and Wm. 
Jeffries to put Oldham into posses- 
sion." 

“As Boston Harbor was then calletl 
Massachusetts Bay, the five miles up 
the river would include Watertown. 
This lease was founded on a grunt 
given b> the Nortli Virgitiiu Company 
in 1()22. 

J<»hn Olilham with lo families came 
to Plymouth in 1023 to make settle- 
ment on the land he had leased, and 
he selected Watertown five miles up 
Charles river as the location he should 
occupy. He brought with him a min- 
ister, Mr. I^yfort, who was not in j 
sympathy with the Puritan powers at ! 
Plymouth. He was therefore banished 
from Plymouth iu 1(>24, witn his as- 
sociates, Roger Couant and others, 
and they went to Nantascut, where 
they stayed till next year, 162.5 5 they 
separated, Oldham and a part went to 
his claim in Watertown, (.'onunt and 
a part of his associates went to 
Salem, and settled on the Danvers 


side of the river. Oldham’s name is 
not among the first settlers of Salem I 
in 1625, hut his appointment as the i 
company’s agent to trade with the In- 
dians. (See Records of Plymouth). 
In that year, 1625, by the North Vir- 
ginia Company at Plymouth, Eng- 
land, shows that he probably went lo 
his claim on Charles river as that was 
a populous center of Indian trade ow- 
ing lo its proximity to the Blackstone, 
Sudbury and Charles rivers. It is ex- 
tremely probable that he would lo- 
cate here. In fact we have historical 
evidence that he did, in the letter of 
Craddoc to Endicott, in which he 
orders Endicott to send some one to 
take possession of Oldham’s claim. 

As Endicott did not or could not do 
this thing. Sir Richard Saltonstall 
and his party came to the eastern 
border of Oldham’s claims, but he 
gave it up, and went back to Eng- 
land, and his associates after a bitter 
contest, which resulted in the emigra- 
tion to New Watertown on the Con- 
necticut river, of Mr, Hooker’s con- 
gregation, and Incidentally In Old- 
ham’s death in getting there in 1635, 
it closed. The Puritan Massachu- 
setts Bay Company took possession of 
his land, as can be seen by the first 
book of records of Watertown, in 
1634, when the present town of 
Watertown was laid out. 

That there was a mill established 
in New England by the Old North 
Virginia Comoany whose headquar- 
ters were at Plymouth, England, prior 
to 1630, is proven by the records of the 
company of which Sir Ferdinando 
Gorges was president until 1628, which 
mentions the following item. There 
ia a record of the purchase of “Bur- 
stones to make mill stones, of Edward 
Casson of London, at ;^110, 2s a 
piece, by the company on March l7th, 
1628." And it is recorded that a 
contract was made with “Thomas 
Greaves millwright, for three years, at 
£?)0 per year, from March 10, 1628." 

Thomas Greaves came to New Eng- 
land as his name appears, among the 
list of old planters, who took the oath 
and were made free men on May 18th, 
1631, associated with the names of 
John Oldham, Robert Feake, John 
Masters, William Woods and others of 
Watertown, 

This old mill may have been con- 
structed by him in 1628 or soon after 
his arrival. As the first mill con- 
structed for the Massachusetts Com- 
pany was not made until after the ex- 
piration of this contract with Thomas 
Greaves it is probable it was not made 
in the interest of the Massachusetts 
Bay Company, but in that of the Old 
North Virginia Company. I have not 
been able to find a record of any mill 
constructed for the Massachusetts Bay 
Company earlier than 1633. That j 
John Oldham was interested in the 
grain business is seen in Winthrop’s 
Journal, Nor. 5, Page 147. He says, 
“The Rebecca came from Narragan- 
sett with 500 bushels of corn for Mr. 
John Oldham, given to him by the 
Indians, who had promised him 1000." 
This old mill on the brook was prob- 
ably constructed by the Oldham and 
Dorrel party, who came in the Anna I 
in 1623 to Plymouth, Mass., and to 
Watertown, perhaps as early as '1625. 
Savage’s Dictionary of Biographj' 
and Genealogy says of Oldham : 
’John Oldham, in the division of lands 
in 1624, he was recorded at 10 heads, 
(of families, ) and had lands in Water- 
town assigned to him. With prefix 
of respect, lived in Waterto^vn. 
Representative to Gen. Court in 
1631, killed by Indians in 1635 in 
Narragansett bay." 

Watertown records say; “There 
was 500 acres assigned to John Old- 
ham." I 

I For the transfer of Oldham’s prop- 
; erty in Watertown to Thomas May- ' 
hew, see Suffolk Deeds, Vol. 1, Page 
13 to 24. I 

The following are transfers of the 
property and estate upon which this 
ancient mill was situated, apart of ^ 
which is from a paper read before I 
this society by Sidney Ensign, Esq., 
The court granted to John Oldham 
April 1st, 1634, Oldham to Craddoc 
and Craddoc to Thomas Mayhew Jan. 
3, 1635. “Mayhew to Richard Duni- 
mer, Dummer for ;^'60 to Wm. Clem- 
ents, Clements in 1669 to Daniel 
Bacon, Bacon to his two sons, Isaac 
and Jacob, Isaac Bacon to Ensign 
Oaks Anger in 1746." Anger trans- 
formed this mill into a brewery in 
1747, and utilized the half of one of 
the mill stones for a doorstep to the 
brewerv and cut tliis insert ptiun upon 
it: N. T., 1747, which can be seen 
(Ctmc/utft'<l OH vai/e hu.)

Mayor Pickard’s first vetj, cover- 
ing the matter of a new police sta- 
tion at Newton was not sustained by 
the aldermen at their last meeting. 
Nothwithstanding the fact that the 
executive objections were based on 
substantial grounds of fact and com-, 
mon sense, the aldermen took the bit 
in their teeth and with three excep- 
tions, voted in opposition to the 
mayor’s wishes. 

The result will be a yearly increase 
of the tax levy of about S1300 for the 
next ten years, the erecttc.i of a par- 
tially finished and badly located police 
station, with subsequent calls for 
farther sums for completion, and a 
wholly indeterminate sum for re- 
modelling the present building in 
Nonant um square for fire purposes. 

The latter item has been but briefly 
considered by the board; the amount 
for that purpose included in the appro- 
priation cannot be available until the 
new police station is erected, and will, | 
at that time we venture to predict, be 
wholly inadequate for the purpose. 

We believe that the future will fully 
vindicate the position taken by Mayor 
Pickard. 

THE REPUBLICAN VOTE. 

Notwithstanding the apparent ! 
apathy of state politics, there are two 
important reasons why the Republi- 
can voters of this city should turn 
out on election day with full ranks. 
The election of a Republican senator 
is of vital importance to Newton.

It sounds an 
ct.d combination, drawing and beauty, 
iloes It not? Nevertheless it la a fact.” 

L'o the natural request for an expla- ^ 
nation she replied: ^ 

•*Thc first principles of drawing are ^ 
geometrical lines and curves. These 
lines and curves occur In everything. 

A potter in criticising an ugly shaped , 
Jug win most probably tell you that its 
linos' are bad. Most of those who dab- ^ 
ble in drawing and gain certlficntes 
merely learn to make these lines and I 
curves without acquiring the slightest 
knowledge of their offccL 
• “Here is an example. Just take this 
pencil and draw a face. Oh, anything 
will do! But be sure to make two 
straight lines over the eyes for eye* 
brows. That’s it See bow serious that 
expression Is? 

“Now rub out those straight lines and 
in their places make two curves with 
the ends upward. That face has an ex- 
pression of Intense surprise, hasn’t It? 

If you had made curved eyebrows with 
the ends down In the first instance, the 
difference between the two would have 
2}ecn more striking. 

h <<^ell. the human face has its 'lines,' 
and by studying them our men could 
improve their appearance. The most 
elementary expedient is to adapt the 
mnstache and beard to the lines of the 
face, and I must here tell you that 
'lines’ In technical language include 
both straights and curves. Such an ex- 
pedient is within the reach of all, and 
there is no need for me to remind you 
that the whiskers make a tremendous 
difference in a man’s appearance. 

\ “Take a man with an aquiline nose, 
clear cut features and broad brow, 
then imagine this individual with a 
long, drooping mustache; why, it accen- 
tuates the whole ‘droop* of the face 
and spoils It. Such a man should have 
a small pointed beard and a mustache 
;wlth ends pointing slightly upward. 

I “The exact opposite is also frequently 
met with. A man with features that 
have a distinct upward tendency will 
wear a mustache with ends that are 
turned up and so long that they seem 
to be thinking of Joining the eyebrows. 
Men with mustaches that display an 
Inclination to grow long ends think that 
these ends should be permitted to grow 
and that they must be trained upward. , 
That strikes them as the only proper 
way. But to suit the lines of the face 
those ends should in many cases be 
cut off, and in others they ought to be 
trained downward. 

“Whiskers, again, are allowed to 
grow whether they suit the face or not. 
Often a flue, vigorous, manly face Is 
contradicted by an insipid little mus- 
tache worn over a firm, clear cut 
mouth, the expression of which It does 
much to alter. It is quite a pity to see 
such fine Hues spoilt In that way. The 
wearer cultivates the hirsute append- 
age merely because it Is the fashion for 
men to have a mustache. You talk 
about women being slaves to Dame 
Fashion, but lii the matter of your 
whiskers you nieu are worse slaves 
lhan we are to dress! 

» “Now don’t run away with the notion 
that I advocate general shaving. Some 
men who are clean shaved ought not to 
be. The Hues of ihelr faces simply de- 
mand that of which they are depriving 
tJm!? eourttcuonce every morning. It 
Xpquircs a strong, very Intellectual foce 
to do without beard or mustache. The 
latter is an absolute necessity for bid- 
ing the bod lines of some mouths that 
would if left totally iiiicovcred spoil the 
whole face. 

^Womeii as a rule are more careful of 
their Hues and choose hats and other 
things to match. Men also study their 
dre.ss more than the hair on their faces, 
lint a knowledge of drawing would cor- 
rect many mistakes In huts, collars and 
other inuscullne accessories. 

“Ill the limiter of color we rather 
pass froui the domain of drutvlng and 
mere ‘lines’ and irestiass Into the realm 
if painting, but I cannot resist saying 
that both men and women, especially 
the former, would bo all the better 
1 okitig If they knew more about the 
I .lending of colors. lM>ctiu&e they would 
not thou choose hues which do nut har- 
monize with their complex Ions. I have 
known a man with red hair to wear a 
red tie because red tics w’ere fasliloua- 
uble! 

“We are all going lii for art and the 
beautiful uotvadays, and 3 *ou men are 
not Imudsume as a body. Y'uu could 
make 3 'ourselves more haudsome by at- 
tending to such easily managed details 
as I have pointed out. See that your 
sous hmrn drawing.”— Pearson 's Week- 
ly.

DARING GIRL BURGLAR. 


KMPLOYKD AS A DU.MKSTK' AT NKWTOX- 
VILLK, NKI.LIK M. KKAOAN, 18 ALLKUKD 
TO HAVK lUtOKK.V INTO TWO HOUSES. 


Through the arrest last Sunday 
afternoon of Nellie M. Reagan, aged 
28, employed as a domestic at the resi- 
dence of Mr. E. D. Van Tassel, 390 
Newtonville avenue, Newtonville, the 
police have recovered much of the 
property stolen from the house of Mr. 
C. B. Fillebrown, Bellevue street, 
Newton, July 3, and from the house 
of J. J. Cornish, 409 Newtonville 
avenue, Newtonville, Oct. 2. They 
have, so they claim, the perpetra- 
tor of the breaks in the person of 
Miss Reagan. 

Tlie arrest of the voutig woman was 
brought about by the efforts of In- 
spector Frank B. Fletcher and Patrol- 
man William P. Soule, who have been 
working on the case for a long time. 

About 3 last Sunday afternoon the 
officers svent to Miss Reagan’s room 
in the Van Tassel residence and 
found very near 61200 worth of plun- 
der. They arrested the woman. The 
Van Tassel family were greatly sur- 
prised for the young woman’s work 
had always been satisfactory anc^ they 
never suspected her inisdoiiigs. 

Sunday evening and Monday morn- 
ing members of the Fillebrown family 
and tlie Cornish family as well as 
Mrs. E. J. Pinkhatn, who liad some 
property in the Fillebrown house at 
the time qf the burglary, identihed 
tlie property, wliich included about 
everything in the line of jewelry, 
silverivare, woman’s garments, knick- 
nacks and trinkets, together with two 
bicycles. 

In court Monday morning the 
[ Reagan woman jileaded guilty to break- 
i ing and entering at both the Fille- 
brown and Cornish residences. 

The only explanation she gave was 
that she liad lost a dear friend last 
March and had since that time occa- 
sionally indulged in liquor. It was 
ivhlle under its inthiences that she 
committed the burglaries, she said. 

Tlie court coiitinucd her case until 
Saturday and placed her in $200U 
bonds. It is understood that this will 
permit of her case coining before the 
grand jury during the present term. 

It is said by the police that the 
Reagan woman has worked in Newton 
during a large part of the past 7 
years. Fur several months in 18^)7 she 
was employed by Mr. Fillebrown.
